~Scrmre STUDY OF CHILD LIVE. 


‘ "The scientific study of ¢hild life is becoming of 
commanding interest among philanthropists and 
sociologists. And it is gratifying to hear that the 
United States takes the lead, by organized inquiry 
and investigation by universities and charitable 
societies, an.. also by independent Aare ga pur- 
suing paths of their own. 

But it may be said by way of ertheless that 
these investications, while of great value, are too 
one-sided, They study the individual child; crim- 
inal tendencies and forms of degeneracy are ex- 
amined by means ‘of this or that baby or youth. 
The children are found in orphan asylums, juve- 
nile courts and in those homes where the parents 
desire intelligent assistance in. the upbringing of 
their, children. All this cannot but yield good 
fruit, but will it alone raise the level of human 
power? Individuals will be benefited here and. 
there, but the great army of incapables and de- 
generates shows no sign of diminution. 7 

Miss Kate Barnard, State Commissioner of Char- 
ities and Corrections of Oklahoma, writing of cer- 
tain provisions in the Constitution and’ laws of 
that State, says: 

Social workers are seriously asking why, in 
an apparently prosperous country, disease, 
crime and insanity are on the increase. We told 
our people, that the struggle for existence—long 


hours, low wagés extreme competition and poor 
‘food were filling the hospitals for the insane. 


: Then there are the terrible diseases of industry, 


such as lead poisoning, sickness resulting from, 
work in lyes, dyes acids, gases, glass, dust, 
coal dust and the nauseating fumes of packing 
factories, fertilizer plants, etc. I -have seen 
young girls bottling arsenic till their lips turn 
white with the poison and attendants hurried 
them out for air. I have seen little children and 
their fathers—in the first stages of consumption 
—spitting bleod, from breathing glass dust. For. 
everyone sick among the rich, three are sick 
among. the poor; and for every death among 
the rich, two die among the poor. 

And she adds this blistering observation of 
long experience: “Children grow to respectabil- 
ity if given a chance.” Why not give them a 
chance? — 

Nobody will question the facts here mentioned, 
and most observers have seen worse. Conditions 
tend to produce incompetence and degeneracy; 
conditions tenc to produce competence, vigor and 
" [aspiring life. The rule works both ways: 

Study of life is a useful study; eugenics is a 
noble science. We want a better breed of men. 
Never will the race reach a standard of humanity. 


and must aspire, if it is not tr degenerate and fall 
into decay. But this work is social rather than in- 
dividual. Of what sociai :nterest is it to know } 
thut this child is afflicted in this cr that manner 
twhich makes him not only a useless but a per- 
nicious member of society, if we do not pursue 
the inquiry to the source of the mischief? No 
permanent good is done by striking an evil short 
of its cause. And in the vast majority of cases, if 
not in all) the cause is not found in atavism, or 
reversion, or survival of inferior types, but in the 


conditions which suppress the aspiring character- | 


istics of men and encourage those of atavism or 
reversion ‘or survivals of inferior stages of growth. 

Individual and social work are both useful.’ But 
the social work is immensely the more important. 
| Indeed, we have’ a right to hope that if that is 
pursued intelligently and thorotighly the whole 
problem will be solved. “Children grow to re- 
spectability if given a chance.”

An appeal to nature for political purposes, the 
American doctrine of equality, written “equal 
and exact justice to all men, special privileges 
to none,’ is upheld at all points. The capital 
punishments of nature are for extremes, = It 
grants no special privileges for violating or over- 
growing its equal law. 

But perhaps the good and great Doctor Eliot 
is not really troubled by “equality.”’ Perhaps it 
is “sameness” he hates, : 

John R. Walsh made a game fight, and his 
years entitle him to sympathy. But a man who 
can’t do business without breaking the iaw is 
not capable enough as a business man to do big 
business, and ought to keep out of ~he game. 
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THE CASE AGAINST FULTON. 

With Robert Fulton’s “Clermont” restored to 
the Hudson to explain a century’s progress, John 
L. Mathews explains it otherwise. He rakes into 
the records of New York and New Jersey. He 
follows the State records to the Supreme Court 
pf the United States. He quotes the decision of 
Chief Justice Marshall, stopping monopoly grants 
by New York and all other states. 

On the record, Fulton is hard hit and Living- 
ston harder. It shows the two partners in steam 
navigation attempting to monopolize the com- 
merce of the United States by controlling it at 
its main port of entry. They had almost suc- 
ceeded when the appeal to the courts ended in 
Justice Marshall’s decision that no state could 
control interstate commerce by any monopoly 
grant of any kind. 

. This leaves Fulton and Livingston no worse 
in their day than active, pushing men who use 
the greatest powers of civilization in oufs. The 
power of steam was not their discovery. Inven- 
tions to use it grew slowly. Fulton saw a great 
opportunity. He used other men’s minds for his 
own purpose. It was a great purpose. He.made 
a final success out of other men’s partial suc- 
cesses. He van never be discredited now. Nor 
can Livingston, even when, with Fulton con- 
senting, be attempted to take the greatest pos- 
sible advantage of the country and the world, 
by trying to use New York law as a means of 
putting business under his control. 
. The United States Supreme Court stopped the 
states in their attempts at monopoly grants. Mr. 
Mathews thinks this did more for progress than 
Fulton's steamboat. Perhaps it did. There could 
have been small progress without it. But now 
monopoly is sustained at the national capital, not

Drift 2000 Miles, Rescued by 
Chinese, and One Has a 
Frizzled Beard. 


CASTAWAYS. 


Wore Massive Coral Earrings 
and Necklaces and Had 
Box of Fishhooks. 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 14.—A. curious ro- 
mance of the sea was brought to light 
recently at Shanghai. An inward-bound 
steamer was halled by the pilot bort 
stationed outside the mouth of the 
Langtsze River and asked to take three 
passengers on. board and bring them up 
to Shanghai. These passengers proved 
to be black men of smali stature, with 
frizzied hair and faceg of the negrito 
type. 

All that could be discovered about 
them was that they had been picked up 
in a canoe by some Chinese fishermen 
off the Chusan Islands. When found 
they were in.an emaciated condition and 
had evidently been exposed in their lit- 
tle craft for many days with little to 
eat or drink. 

From signs made by the :nen it was 
understood that there were originally 
five in the party, but that two had died. 
The castaways were well treated by the 
Chinese and then brought up on a junk 
and handed over to the pil-t boat. 


From Saipan Island. 

As soon as the Tamsui arrived in 
port the men were handed over to the 
care of the river police. Their only 
clothing cousisted of shirts and trousere 
given to them by the officers of the 
vessel, They wore magsive ear orna- 
ments of coral and shells, with neck- 
laces of the same materials, and one 
of the men, who was considerably older 
then the others and had a beard, w 
tattooed on his arms and legs. 

Two boxer which the men had brought 
with them were searched with a view 
to finding a ciew to their nationality, 
but the contents, which consisted main- 
ly of twine and hooks, merely showed 
that the strangers were fishermen. 

For two days the mystery of their 
voyage was unsolved, as no one could 
be found who could speak or under 
stand their language.

a height of one-half or a mile as 
they are at the ground. 

“The flying machine, on the other 
hand, begins with a speed of 40 miles 
an hour. It is not improbable it will 
attain a speed of 60 miles an hour 
within: two or three years. It may 

eventually reach 100 miles an hour, 
faster than which it would be very 
difficult to go. The French aviators 
are now talking of a speed of 200 or 
300 miles an hour, but I think such 
a speed is impossible.

EL PASO, Tex.,. Oct. 9.—Williain 
Howard ‘ Taft and Porfirio Diaz, Presi- 
dents, respectively, of the United States 
of America and the United States «f 
Mexico} will not shake hands across the 
border when they reach El Paso on Oct. 
16 as originally intended, but each will 
pey @ visit to the other‘in their respect- 
ive. ceuntries, 

It is said that this will be the first 
time either a président of Mexico ur 
the United States ever left the confines 
of his own country, and, although it 
violates precedent, there is no law 
against it in either country. The Mex- 
ican Congress will give its permission 
to President Diaz to leave Mexico and 
make the visit to President. Taft io 
El Paso, but President Taft will make, 
the return visit and cross into Mexico 
without asking anhybody’s permission 
He will make two excursions into Mex- 
ico on the same day, and will deliver 
an address to the people of that. coun- 
try. 

President Diaz will make the first 
visit. He will call on Mr. Taft in a 
short time after his arrival in El Paso, 
the special train bearing the President 
of Mexico being scheduled to arrive an 
hour earlier that that bearing Mr. Taft. 
About the time of the arrival of the 
Taft train Gen. Diaz will cross the in- 
ternational border in the nidst of sa- 
ute firing und will teach the union de- 
pot at the same time as Mr. Taft, as 
nearly as this can be accomplished. 
The two trains will be packed at the 
union’ depot and reception committees 
and an escort of United States troops 
will actémpany the two statesmen 
from the depot to the Chamber of 
Commerce, on'y a block away. 

In front of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, on a platform, which will be 
decorated with the flags of the two 
countries, the presidents will be in- 
troduced to the crowds. Each will make 

a few remarks in his native tongue to 
the people. and the two will clasp hands 
as an indication of the friendship of 
the two :ations. They will stand be- 
neath a ¢anopy of eta and Amer- 
iean colors.

After the speechmaking in the plaza 
the presidents will drive to the Mexican 
Customhouse, where $50,000 is now being 
spent to rebuild it for the Taft-Diaz 
meeting. Inside this building the presi- 
dents will have lunch. Mayor Joseph 
U. Sweeney of El Paso and other #! 
Pasoans; who will be present, will bring 
President Taft back to El Paso after 
the luncheon, and if the citizens of 
Juarez do not take up 4ll the time of 
their President, or he does not wish to 
retire and rest, he will also accompany 
the party back to El Paso, but present 
plans provide for him to remain in Mex- 
ico during the afternoon. 

The return trip of Mr. Taft and party 
will be in automobiles, and they will 
be met at the internationa} bridge, at 
the El Paso end, by troops, ffom Fort 
Bliss and the civic societies of the city, 
including the Ohio Society, and escorted 
through the city. President Taft will 
review. the schoolchildren, as they sing 

“America” in one of the plaszas., and 
afterward from stand in Cleveland 
square; fronting the El: Paso Library, 
he will review the entire parade. 

Unique among the delegations in the 
parade will be the Spanish-American 
societies of the city, heade@ by Isaac 
Alderete, a full-biood Mexican, and 
clerk of the two district courts.

engines ‘would be capable of application 
to any speed of vessel, and to any size 
of propeller. You would then have a 
high-speed turbine and a low-speed pro- 
peller, which is the ideal condition for 
marine propulsion. 
, Cost Ashore and Afloat. 

It is this system which apparently 
-has been realized. All the world of 
both engineers and laymen was talking 
about steam turbines a few years ago. 
Turbines were to change steam engi- 
neering ‘practice ‘everywhere, ashore 
and afloat. They have not done soa ex- 
cept. on iand. For stationary practice, 
driving machinery for the generation 
of electric currents, they are immensely 
successfuil.- But for driving ships they 
are far less successful—not mechanical- 
ly, but financially. Ashore they are 
economical; afloat they are extrava- 
gant. 

Ships inten‘led for less than 20 knots 
sp2éd an hour cannot afford to use 
them. Ship turbines take too much 
steam, meaning an excessive cost in 
fuel and an encroachment on space, A 
turbine is most efficient when it runs 
at high speed. “But the propellers of a 
ship are most efficient, do the most 
work per pound ef steam when they 
turn at a low speed. 

Turbine ships have. the ‘propeller 
shafts connected direct.to the turbines. 
Therefore, the turbine speed and the 
propeller speed must be the same, This 
is a serious disadvantage, -because’ the 
turbine is & high-speed engine which 
has to work slowly, and the propeller 
is a low-speed appliance which has te 
work too fast. 

Reduction Gear the Solution. 

Admiral Melville, Mr. Macalpine, and 
George Westinghouse—who has put his 
genius arid a part of one of his work- 
shops to the development of this inven- 
tion—described the invention as a re- 
versal of the usual operation of the 
gear. Their idea is to let the pinion 
turn the gear, gnd the gear will re- 
-volve at one-fifth the speed of the pia- 
ion. This then is a ‘“‘reduction gear.” 

Admiral Melville and Mr. Macalpine 
have applied a reduction gear to a ma- 
rine turbine, and believe they have 
solved the problem which has vexed cali 
engineers, troubled them, in fact, ever 
since Charles A. Parsons astonished 
the world with his wonderful boat, Tur- 
binia, in 1897. 

Gearing for great powers must run 
perfectly true. If run at high turbine 
speed, it would tear itself to pieces if 
there occurred an error in alignment of 
1-1000, or perhaps 1-2000 of an inch, The 
Susceptibility to misalignment on board 
a tossing ship is, of course, far greater 
than in a power house on land. And s9 
engineers the world over have said for 
years that gear transmission could not 
be used on ships. 

Keeping the Alignment True, , 

Admiral Melville and Mr. Macalpine 
said nothing, but thought the more. 
They undertook to devise a _ pinion 
which could be driven by a high-speed 
turbine, and which would, in turn, drive 
a gear affixed to a propeller shaft. The 
It was one of the 
“impossible” thipgs which men accom- 
plish once in awhile. 

But as the pinion would be the driver 
of the gear it was necessary to find 
some method of mounting the pinion so 
that there would be nxo difficulties vith 
the alignment 

They designed what they call a “‘float- 
ing frame,” a steel construction suffi- 
ciently elastic to. enanle the pinion 
which it carries instantly and automati- 
cally to adjust itself to changes in 
alignment. 

Surpassing Results Achieved, 
The geared turbine is planned to in- 
crease the efficiency by at least 15 
per cent. The inventors declare that by 
use of the geared turbine a ship's dis- 
placement of 40,000 would be reduced to 
$5,000 tons. It would mean finer lines 
for the ship and better adaptation to 
high speed, or about two knots an hour 


more speed.

HE SCOLDS AUDIENCES |: 


Leaving Seriousness Behind at 
Frisco Until He Invades 
Solid South . 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 9.—If the 
president’s thirteen ‘thousand mile trip 
across the continent and back is @ 
success for the administration, it will 
be because of the personality of Mr. 
Taft and the prosperity of the coun- 
try. And every indication at this time, 
one half of the trip completed, is that 
personality and prosperity have won, as 
long as the crops remain good. : 

This is in spite of’ the fact that Mr. 
Taft has deliberately and with purpose 
announced the principal of bis policieg in 
localities that do not @gree with ‘the 
particular Taft plans named there. Bul 
the courage of this course appealed to 
the audience, the Taft smile and Taft 
laugh have attracted,-and crops are 80 
good from coast to coast that who 
cares, anyway? 

The river of dissatisfaction seems for 
the time to have run underground, but 
no one knows better than the. President 
that.it is still flowing, and no one looks 
more anxiously for its resnpearance 
next year, or just before the. presiden- 
tial election. The audience, and judging 
from interviews possible at brief stops, 
the people generally, have not agreed 
with Mr. Taft on the subjects on which 
he has talked to them. 

Opposition Started at Boston. 

In Boston, he advocated the Central 
Bank idea, and the financiers of the 
East did not like it. But they fistened 
to him attentively. That was all the 
President asked on the first lap of the 
journey. He has carefully refrained from 
listening to comments or reading news- 
papers. It is his idea to get a well-di- 
gested. view from the country of his 
plans when he returns to Washington. 

Chicage expected a tariff speech and 
got a reiteration of the President's 
views on labor. As the great labor 
center, it cannot be said that the views 
got unanimous approval. 

Milwaukee listened to the speech ad- 
vocating postal savings. banks that it 
had heard in the campaign. That thrity- 
ing State of thriving banking institu- 
tions is not enthusiastic: about a rivel 
Government concern. 
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revolution - our monetary system, con- 
servation and Sherman law amendments. 
Prosperity is counted on to help put the 
tariff on the shelf. The philosophy of 
the Taft advisers is that when the peo- 
ble have money in their pockets they 
will be contented, and will not bother 
much about what is going on in Wash- 
ington. Cummins La Follette and the 
Public, they reprerent, are expected to 
talk a lot, and, perhaps. to introduce 
bills: for further tariff revision, but it 
iz pointed out that with the President 
und the Republican machine in Congress 
working together, the mouths of insur- 
gents will be shut and their hands tied. 

That is the present plan. It dees not 
take into consideration the coming elec- 
tiorl of a new Congress, newspaper pub- 
licity and argument, nor the people gen- 
erally.

Hints and direct 
veto of the tariff bill would make it 
impossible to get through Congress. the 
bills that Mr. Taft wishee to propose 
weakened his purpose, in connection 
with the general ‘‘fussing’’ about a bill 
that did not interest him, and he signed 
it. That done, the President put the 
tariff to one side as finished, with the 
«exception of the academic interest that 
will be taken in it by the newly made 
tariff board. He has been told that the 
people will quit bothering about the 
tariff and as has been.said here, the 
outlook is that they will as long as the 
crops are good. 

After the delivery of the tariff speech 
at Winona, the purpose of the present 
trip was not apparent, except as a 
junket and an opportunity for the pre- 
sentation of the exceedingly pleasing 
Taft personality. That is, no especial 
exigency arose urtil President Taft 
Ciscovered in the far west a dis- 
position to say that he was not carrying

‘Wide Use of It in Handling 
Athletes Expected to Fol- 
low Recent Tests. 


RELIEVES THE HEART 


Yale Gymnasium Director Re- 
ports Resultsof Experiments 
—Chocolate. 


NEW HAVEN, Oct. 9.—The experti- 
ments which have been carried on for 
@ year by Dr. William G. Anderson, di- 
rector of the Yale gymnasium, prove 
that there is a new field for the use of 
oxygen in relieving heart and hung dis- 
tress in physical exertion, according 1o 
the report of Dr. Anderson has just 
made public. 

The report is divided into two’ parts. 
One relates to the extensive experi- 
ments performed on Yale athletes. More 
than six hundred were examined and the 
effects of oxygen on their hearts was 
studied. This report is now in the 
hands of Prof. Russell H. Crittenden, 
director of the Sheffield Scientific 
School, and will soon be published in 
detail. 

Its conclusions are not so décisive as 
those from the experiments made on 
athletes im. mountain climbing. This 
series is detailed in the story of the. as- 
cent of the three Mexican ‘volcanic 
mountain aba, 17,879 feet in height; 
Popocatapet!, 1 feet, and Ixtacchultl, 
17,476 feet. 

Mexicans Walk Right Up. 

The Mexican guides who saccom- 
pabied ‘the party had never before 
been able to ascend the last named 
peak.

“I have no hesitation in saying that 
the dyspnea caused by high altitudes 
is very materially aerate by ox- 
yeen. 

“Oxygen reduces the pens rate ft 
taken before the run or if taken both 
before and after the exertion. The 
gas greatly relieved the dyspnea 
which was evident after each run. If 
oxygen is not taken, the heart rate 
ia quiekened, and does npt return to 
normal beat so quickly.”

His on the second series, which 

consisted of walks, follows: 
“Oxygen, given tefore walking, re- 
Guces the heart rate Taken afterward, 
it also reduces the number of heart 
peats quickly. The walk, without the 
use of oxygen, qiuickens the action of | 
ihe heart noticeably. If the gas was not 
inhaled after this effort, the heart did 
not return te its ncrmal beat so quick. 
ly.” 

Dr. Anderson threws light on the use 
of chocolate as a food by his experi- 
ments, He used it ix, climbing one moun- 
tain, and found that it afforded decided 
nourishment. Thi, report upsets the 
claim of several students of an athietic 
diet. 

General use of oxygen in the handling 
ci athletes is expected to follow the pub- 
lication of Dr. Andergon’s report. The 
experiments are expected to revolution-

Caroline Virginia Emmett Otero, fame 
for her beauty and accomplishments, has 
obtained a divorce from Miguel A. Ote- 
ro, three times appointed Governor of 
New Mexico, and one of the wealthiest 
and best-known men in the Southwest. 
The announcement of the decree caused 
a sensation here today. , 
Both the former Governor and his 
wife come from a line of ancestors who 
were prominent in the United States 
for generations, che being a daughter uf 
former Judge Lafayette Emmett of St. 
Paul and a descendant of the Black- 
woods of Virginia. Otero was born in 
St. Louis, where his father lived many 
years, and where he is héavily inter- 
ested in real estate and industrial en- 
terprises. He is now treasurer of tho 
Territory. 
Mrs. Otero has gone to New York, 
where she will reside. Miguel Jr., the 
only child of the Oteros, will remain 
with the father. The boy is at present a 
student in the New Mexico Military In- 
stitute at Roswell. The question of ali- 
mony was settled out of court. 

The Oteros were married in 1888. 

While he was Governor of the Terri- 
tory, Otero was particularly active

To reach the higher rate of speed, 
Wright said -he would reduce the size 
of the biplanes in the Government ma- 
chine’ and at the same time lighten 
their weight. For racing purposes, he 
said, he would be content with the 
“plant’’ in his aeroplane. 

Makes Two Other Flights. 

Following the successful flights of the 
forenoon, Mr. Wright made two ascen- 
sions late in the afternoon. Once his 
ocgine seemed lazy and the aeroplane 
settled to the ground 200 feet from the 
starting rail. In one of the afternoon 
flights, Lieut. Lahm accompanied 
Wright. On the other, Wright, alone, 
repeated the performance of the fore- 
noon by starting off the rail oat the 
aid of weight. 

Lieut: Lahm for.the first time assist- 
ed in. guiding. the’ machine during the 
flight in. which he ascended, a third 
lever having been installed-for the ben- 
efit of the officer. 

Having delved in most other American 
irventions, Minister Wu Ting Fang of 
China saw his first aeroplane flight to- 
Gay and absorbed all the information 
obliainable from a rapid fire of questions 
directed at Wright and officers at the 
Government aggoplane shed.

NEW YORK, Oct, 9,--Mrs» Mary. Bliza- 
beth B. Baldwin, who was terribly in- 
jured in the mé@morable railroad accl- 
Jent at Hastings, N. Y., on Christmas 


eve, 1891, and suffered’agonies for years 
until surgical and medical science re- 
stored her to conmiparative health, died 
yesterday at her home, 630 West 139th 
street. 

The story of human endurance by 
which Mrs. Baldwin, who was virtually 
bolled alive, lost both eyes, ears, scalp 
and hands, submitted to repeated oper- 
ations in her determination to recover, 
became world_ known. No human being 
ever exhibited more Spartan fortitude, 
Fifty thougand dollars was patd to her 
in settlement for her injuries by the 
New York Central Railroad and resul- 
tant agitation caused the company to 
adopt a. block signal system. 

Was a Bride When Hart. 

Mrs. Baldwin at the time of the acci- 
dent was in her twentieth year, a bride 
of nine months. She was. crushed by 
heavy timbers and scalded by steam 
from the engige. Her injuries were such 
4Ahat it was fot believed that she could 
live more than. a few hours:-when she 
was removed from the wreckage. 

She lay in the Getty. House, Yonkers, 
for months, hovering between life and 
death, but, after numerous operations, 
she recovered her health, although her 
beauty was gone. For the last 15 years 
Mrs. Baldwin led a remarkably active 
life. She attended social gatherings oc- 
Ccasionally and entertained at her home 
now and then. She: wore diamonds and 
pretty gowns; a curly brown wig cov- 
ered her sgalpless head and the places 
where her ears had been, S96 wore blue 
giasses to hide the eye cavities and 
c@metics made her fate sightly where 
the skin grafts had grown. Her. pretty 
mouth and chin remained uninjured and 
on the thumb, which was all that re- 
mained of her right hand, she occa- 
sionally wore a solitaire diamond. 

Thirteen Were Killed. 

The accident in which she was in- 
jured caused the death of 13 persons, 
among th>m Mrs. Anna M. Baldwin, 
her mother-in-law; Lillian M. Baldwin, 
her sister-in-law, and Thomas Polley, a 
friend, and well-known New York arch- 
itect. Homer R. Baldwin, her hasband, 
was the only member of the family 
party which started on that fatal Christ- 
mas eve for Niagara Falls who was un- 
injured.

The fair grounds were recently pur- 
chased by the city for $780,000 for a 
permanent park, which has been 
named Fairground. 

The people of North St. Louls, who 
had worked for years to have the 
fair grounds acquired as a park, were 
strongly represented in the dedica- 
tion ceremonies. All the North St. 
Louls civic and commercial organiza- 
tions, the turner societies and the 
children of 13 public schools partic- 
ipated. 

August H. Hoffmann, president. of 
the North 8t. Louis Fair Grounds Pa- 
trons’ Association, was chairman of 
the dedication exercises. Thére was a 
great demonstration shortly before 
the conclusion of the ceremonies 
when Mrs. Henry Fairback, repre- 
senting the Lizabeth Noble Circle of 
the Ladies of the Grand Army of the 
Reputlic and John W. Noble Camp, 
Sons of Veterans, presented to Mr. 
Hoffmann for the park a large flag. 

As the flag was held aloft. the 
spectators broke into prolonged 
cheers.

Speeches were made by Mr. Hoff- 
mann, Park Commissioner Scanlan 
and Mayor Kreismann on behalf of 
the city, and by Gen. John W. Noble, 
former Secretary of the Interior. 
Former Mayor Wells, during whose 
administration the fair grounds were 
acquired, was expected to be pres- 
ent and make a speech, but he did 


}not appear. 


Mayor Kreismann said the park had 
been acquired for the boys and giris of 
North St. Louls and he dedicated it to 
them in the spirit of liberty, peace and 
prosperity. As the Mayor finished 
speaking the children sang America to 

band accompaniment and waved 
thousands of small flags. 
: The United Singers of St. Louis sang 
several and 60 boys and iris, 
members of the North St. Louis turner 
societicos, gave a calisthenic drill. Gen. 
Noble made the principal address of 
the day, and gave at some length the 
history of the Fair Grounds. He said 
in 1861 he camped on the Fair Grounds 
and was instructed in warfare. Gen. 
Noble told some stories about the 
famous war camp that created amuse- 
ment.

He said all the soldiers were new, ana 
that Gen. W. K.. Strong, in command, 
knew as little about war as the raw 
recruits.

Men are not punished for their sins, 
but by their sins.

act, but an inseparable part of it. 

Our deeds have consequences, partly 
spiritual—they degrade the nature of the 
man—and partly physical, affecting the 
lives of others.

| R. ELIOT is absolutely right. The 
1.) fear of hell has never proved ef- 
fective in deterring men from 
wrongdoing. I won't say that it has 
never deterred any man, but it has cer- 
tainly not deterred men as a body from 
wrongdoing. 

The most severe punishments haye 
not deterred men from committing 
crimes. In states where murder is pun- 
ishable by death it is quite as common 
as in states where less severe pupish- 
ments are in vogue. Years ago theft 
used to be punishable by death in many 
countries, but thieves were not deterred 
from stealing. : 

One of the greatest men I ever knew 
told me that the fear of hell had never 
made men good, and I re-echo his belief. 
Hell is unimaginable, as Dr. Bllot says. 
Even great geniuses like Dante and 
Swedenborg have produced only fantas- 
tic and incredible pictures of it. 

Heaven Is Not Attractive.

never yet been described in terms very

Is Sure He Met With Foul Play 
and Cites Phreats After 
a Fight. 


Believing that her brother. Hugh W. 
Buck, was murdered, Mrs. Agnes Kreid- 
ler of 2836 Arsenal street said last night 
that she will try’ to track down his slay- 
ers and bring them to justice. 

Buck, who was a landscape gardener 
and who lived at the Kreidler home, was 


found dead in the River Des Peres near 


Knox avenue Monday afternoon. ..He 
was not identified until Friday, when 
Mrs. Kreidier visited the Morgue. 

‘There was a deep cut on the back of 
my brother’s head, a bruise over the 
left eye and a cut on his -breast,’’ said 
Mrs. Kreidler. 

‘‘He had enemies, and I believe he was 
beaten and thrown into the river. 

“A year ago he had a fight with sev- 
eral men in a saloon on Geyer avenue. 
My brother Charles told me about it 
and he said that he heard two of the 
mén say that they would ‘get Hugh.’ I 
believe that threat has been carried 
out. I don’t know who those men’ were 
with whom Hugh fought, but I am 
going to find out. Ever since that 
threat was made I have been afraid 
that my brother would be.set upon 
and beaten. 

Waylaid by a Negro. 

“Three weeks ago he came home with 
his lip cut. He told me that a negro 
had waylaid him and beaten him and 
stolen $8 from him. He was a man 
who would always fight back if he was 
attacked and he may have made ene- 
mies who would be anxious to put him 
out of the way.” 

Mrs. Mary Weinel of 3329 Nebraska 
and Mrs. Harvey James, wife of Police 
Sergeant vames, are sisters of Buck. 
Mrs. Weinel says that she heard of the 
threat made against her brother by the 
men with whom he fought a year ago, 
and she shared Mrs. Kreidler’s belief 
that Buck was\ murdered. 

Charles Buck remembers the fight and 
the threats, but says that he cannot now 
tell what the quarrel was about. 

Buck left the Kreidier home at 10 a. 
m. Monday to go to a doctor’s office, 
but he never reached there. At 4:30 p. 
m. his bedy was found fn the Des 
Peres.

The Rey. Charles F. Collins Is 
Still Active in Ministry 
Though 82. 


To live as simply as a child, exereis- 
ing temperance in all things, is the pre- 
scription for longevity offered by the 
Rev, Charles F. Collins, rector of St. 
Matthew’s Protestant Episcopal Church, 
Clifton Heights, who will preach a ser- 
ron at a home-coming service in his 
church this afternoon. 

‘ Rector Collins, at 82, is the eldest 


Episcipal clergyman in Missouri. As 
the youngest of a family of/;10 children 
whose years on earth, including his own 
up to date, aggregate 998, or an average 
of 99.8 years, Mr. Collins is entitled to 
give advice on how to Hive long. 

The oldest of the 10 children, nine of 
whom have ‘passed away, lived to be 
107. Mr. Collings feels that he has a 
number of years to live, considering the 
high average of his brothers and sis- 
ters. 

“A minister is at his best between 70 
and 90,"" the venerable rector said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘He is more 
appreciated then and he understands the 
doctrines better. Any man should be 
at his best between those ages.”’ 

Mr. Collins has been in the ministry 
since 1852, when he was ordained at 
Nashville, Tenn. For 38 years he was 
a circuit rider, covering 19 congrega- 
tions in Western Tennessee. He rode 
horseback part of the time and fre- 
quently walked long distances. His 
route was about 6500 miles around. 

He held meetings in granaries, black- 
smith shops and grocery stores where 
there was no church building. Fre- 
quently he would appear unannounced 
in a village. The people would knock 
off work and hear him preach. Then 
he would mount his horse and ride to 
the next post. 

Mr. Collins: came to St. Louis in 1892, 
He celebrated his golden wedding two 
years ago. Mrs. Collins is still living.

“He Will Not Get Another 
Chance to Humiliate Me,”

mains firm in her resolve.to prosecute 
him for ‘his association With Miss Re- 
gina Loiseau, for whom, he says, he de- 
serted her and his little ones, 

The trial of Dr. Bullard arid Miss Loi- 
séeau is set for October 12, in Judge Tay- 
lor’s division of the Court of Criminal 
Correction. i 

Mrs. Bullard and her children, Edna 
Ruth, aged 6; Frank Richard, 5; Kath- 
erine, 3 years of age, and Virginia, 6 
months old, are living at $101 Laclede 
evenue. The youngest of his children 
Dr. Bullard has seen but once since its 
birth. That was in the course of 'a 
visit to his. wife a few days before his 
arrest, Oct. 1. 

Reason for Absence Secret. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
Mrs. Bullard said, that she has kept 
from her children the reason for their 
fither’s absence. 

“I don’t want them to learn anything 
tou their para’s discredit,”. Mrs. Bullard 
said, ‘and that makes it all the harder 
for me to hear .them wish for his re- 
turn. Dr. Bullard came to see me after 
i caused his arrest and. wanted me to 
return to him, but I have resolved that 
he shall not have another opportunity 
to deceive and humiliate me. 

“IT am detcrmined to see that he is 
punished for his mistreatment of me 
and his children. I worked hard and 
sacrificed a great déal to help him 
realize his ambition to become a 
physician. Now when he is about to 
succeed he has cast me aside as a 
drag on him and gives his affection 
and labors to another woman. 

“For Miss Loiseau I have only pity. 
I think she is but a girl who doesn’t 
fully understand what she is doing. 
Some day, perhaps, she will learn 
what it is to be spurned and desert- 
ed,” - 

Family Wants to Prosecute. 

Mrs. Bullard’s father, Casper Stack- 


ert, and her brother, John, were in 


St, Louis last week. They urged her 
to push the prosecution of her hus- 
band and promised to support her and 
her children. until Dr. Bullard and’ 
Miss Loiseau are either convicted or 
acquitted. 

Miss Loiseau and Dr. Bullard are at 
the home of his mother, Mrs. Sina 
Bullard of 1027 North Leffingwell av- 
enue. They make no secret of their 
fondness for each other. ) 

A Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
Miss Loiseau whether she would con- 
sent to Dr. Bullard’s returning to his 
wife. Miss Loiseau declined to make 
a statement, but instead called Dr. 
Bullard. . 

‘T am going to get a divorce as 
soon as this trouble is over,” said Dr. 
Bullard. “Then Miss Loiseau and I 
will be married. I have no fear of 
disproving the charges my wife 
makes against me. I shall be vindi- 
eated.” 

Dr. Bullard is 3% years old. Miss a} 
seau is 18 years old. They were arrest- 
ed at the home of Mrs. R. C. Napier, 
4321 West Belle place, Oct. 1. Mrs. 
Bullard charges that tuey were living 
together. 

Mrs. Bullard told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in detail the incidents preceding 
the arrest of her husband and his at- 
finity. She said: 

Doctor Was Paperhanger. 

“We were married at Cairo, Ill, in 
May, 1903. My husband at that time 
was a paperhanger, but it was his am- 
bition to become a physician. Four 
years ago We removed to 8t. Louis so 
that he could enter the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons. He had a lit- 
tle money, but not enough to support 
the family and go through school. My 
father, Casper Stackert of Cairo, helped 
bim. 

“In July, 190, we found it hard to 
make ends meet, and I agreed to take 
the children and go back to my father’s 
home until my husband had better pros- 
pects.

Train Taken Thirty MilesOver 
the Central Road in Forty- 
Two Minutes. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—Admira! Sir Ed- 
ward Hobart Seymour, commander of 
the British fleet, who came here on 
the fastest big warship in the world, 
the flagship Inflexible, to represent 
Great Britain at the Hudson-Fulton cele- 
bration, has experienced something new 
in speed ashore. He traveled over a 
section of the New York Central Rail- 
road yesterday on a locomotive at the 
rate of a mile in 48 seconds part of 
the way and found it exhilarating. In 
fact, it was quite fast; he said, and 
he was not able to describe’ much of 
the scenery he passed. 

The Admiral’s ride was due to an in-| 
vitation by J. Pierpont Morgan, several 
days ago, to test the speed of the 
Twentieth Century Limited. He accept- 
ed the invitation on the spot, stipulat- 
ing that he should ride in the engine. 
The functions he was compelled to at- 
tend too® up all his time until yester- 
day, the day set for the departure of 
the British squadron, but Sir Hdward 
was bound to have that engine ride and 
he accordingly ordered the Inflexible 
held over 24 hours, sending the rest of 
the squadron home. 

Shakes Engineer’s Hand. 

When he reached the station, Admiral 
Seymour shcok hands with Engineer 
Bugeno Mitchell, Fireman Frank Mink 
and Conducter Carpenter, the conductor 
shouting his warning “All aboard” aiid 
the Admiral began the ride of his i'fo. 

The big “Grasshopper,” her furnaces 
plied by the perspiring Mink, and her 
throttle wide open, darted over the 
track at a speed that made the British 
fleet commander marvel. Through tun- 
nela as black as midnight and out again; 
along the river’s edge with its constant- 
ly unwinding ribbon of mountain anc 
broad floating waters, the engine trun- 
died, gathering speed until. the rails 
fairly rang. 

The Admiral was game. He main- 
tained his complacency and, except for 
tightly compressed ips when the loco- 
motive took a curve with wheels shriek- 
ing in protest, he did not betray the 
least perturbation. He even stood with 
his hand on the throttle and made no 
effort to abate the speed by «a fraction, 
although he was heard to gasp when 
the train entered a tunnel and the cab 
filled with smoke.

St. Louis Woman Asks Na- 
tional Humane Society for ” 
Educational Campaign. 


Miss Emma T. Kieselhorst of 4865 For- 
est Park boulevard was one of the prin- 
cipal speakers at the annug! national 
meeting of the American Humane So- 
ciety, which completed its session in St. 
Paul last night. Miss Kieselhorst deliv- 
ered an address in defense of animals 
and urged a campaign déf education to 


bring about more humane treatment of 
them. 

Miss Kieselhorst spoke on the subject,- 
“Our Christian -Duty to the Sub-Human 
Races. oe 

In an extended argument, she declared 
that “in a physical and moral sense man 
was fashioned no more in the likeness 
of God than is the animal,” and that it 
is the moral duty of every person to 
treat an animal with all the respect 
that would be shown a person. She also 
points out that animals were created 
before man. 

“It makes no difference,’ said Miss 
Kieselhorst, ‘“‘whether we believe animals 
have souls. The obligation on man to 
treat animals with every consideration 
is fully as great ag is the obligation that 
he shall treat his fellow man consider- 
ately. 

“Every animal should have one day 
of rest each week, the same as man 
has, and on that day the animal] should 
be compelled to do no work. , 

“Christian people believe in one day 
of rest. A person may be humane with- 
out being a Christian, but it is impos- 
sible for a person to be a Christian with- 
out being humane. No person has the 
right to call himself a Christian if he 
does not treat animals kindly. 

“The women’s clubs have . been 
great factors in promoting humane 
society work, but I would urge that 
a great campaign of education be con- 
ducted. I would Rave literature sent 
to all teachers to be used as supple- 
mental reading, and I would have 
pamphlets sent to newsboy’s homes,

Czar. Almost from the outset the Czar 


became, #0 to speak, a disciple of the } 


astute and anibitiods monk. Theophile 
first. attracted the sympathies of the 
Czar by instructing him ‘in various mys- 
tical matters in which the Hmperor of 
All the Russias is keenly interested. 

At first Theophile only visited the im- 
perial palace when specially summoned, 
but soon he obtained the right of ac- 
cess to the imperial person at any 
time, a privilege only possessed in Rus- 
sia by members of the imperial family 
and cabinet ministers. After this privi- 
lege had been conferred on him Theo- 
phile became a frequent and subse- 
quently a daily visitor at the palace. 

Predominant Influence. 
“-ft was not long béfore’ the: Cabinet 
ministers noticed that Theophile had 
gained an extraordinary ascendency over 
the Czar, so that in many cases imperia] 
decrees were traced. directly to his in- 
fluence. One striking incident recently 
fllustrated .the “predominant Position, of

The Czag had dismissed his old friend, 


Prince Obolenskt, from his’ post as clitet | 


of the Imperial Cabinet, and the Prine¢e, 
who is entirely without private fortupe, 
was rendered destitute by the 

loss of his official salary. The bovuier 
Empress of Russia interceded.on Prince 
Obclenski's behalf, and begged her son 
io grant his old friend a pension suf- 
ficient to rescue him from absolute pov- 
erty, but His Majesty refused to grant 
his mother’s request. ‘ 

Subsequently Theophile interceded on 
Prince Obolenskis behalf, whereupon 
the Czar ordered that the Prince’s salary 
of $26,000 per annum should be paid to 
him for the rest of his lifetime as a pen- 
sion. Many other instances could be 
cited proving the pcewer of this monk of 
the Orthodox Greek church over the 
absolute ruler of Russia. 

Having beer presented to the Czar by 
the Grand wWuke Peter Nicholaovitch, 
the monk is aevated to the Interests of 
this Grand Duke, who is one of the 
leaders of the reactionary party in Rus- 
aia, so that Sheophile’s influence is ex- 
erted on behalf of the retrogressive 
policy. The Grand Duke, who is thus 
increasing through the monk his influ- 
ence over the Czar, which has always 
been extensive, is regarded by Russian 
reformers as one o/ the most dangerous 
enemies of their cause, 

He is responsible for the ridiculous 
changes of uniform which have been 
introduced in the Russian army in re- 
cent years, much ‘o the disgust gf the 
tealous officers responsible for the ef- 
ficiency of the Czar‘s forces. 


Two Swords on Policemen, 
One of the absurd innovations intro- 


Guced in this way by the Grand Duke 
Peter’s influence .was the -instruction 
that gendarmes should wear two swords 
one on the right side and one on the 
left—whereby their freedom of actien 
was entirely hampered. 

M. von Stahl concludes his revelations 
by mentioning that the monk Theophile 
was preceded in the Czar’s favor by 
another monk named Mitja, who for 
many monthd was one of the most in- 
fiuential personages at the Russian 
Court. Mitja, however, unlike the pre- 
gent priestly favorite, was a man of 
limited education and low tastes, and 
he fell.into complete disfavor when the 
Ugar discovered that he was addicted 
to drink. It is understood in well-in- 
formed RuSsagian circles that the monk 
Theophilé will. be, shortly’ appointed to 
an exalted position In the immediate 
vicinity of his monarch,

CALAIS, Sept. 2.-—There is lamenta- 


tion at Calais over the decline of its 
lace and tulle‘tradt, which is attributed 
ir .@ great measure to the directoire 
fashion. The local association of man- 
ufacturers of. tulle and Jacé. informed 
the workingmen’s union that the rate 
of pay which had been In vogue since 
1890 would be replaced by a lower scale 
of wages, representing, as the secretary 
of the union said, a reduction of 20 to 
% per cent, and in certain special cases 
of as much as 6 per cent. The secre- 
tary argued that this was very hard, 
the more so as the men never took ad- 
vantage of the prosperous.period to ag- 
itate for higher pay. 

It seems that the directoire fashion Is 
rot solely responsible for this decline of 
this trade, as a leading manufacturer 
explains that, when it was in full swing 
soven years ago, employers and work- 
ingmen were living well, and in perfect 
harmony.

The annexing of the Congo to Belglum 
he scouts as worthless’ so far as réal] 
reform is concerned. He points out that 
the population has been’ decimated, the 
surviv ors reduced. to hopeless misery 


and many of the old rubber districts | 


bave been wiped out. Under these con- 
ditions, Belgium finds it necessary to 
exploit new rubber districts with great- 
er energy than ever, and the results wil! 
be more appalling than anything the 
world has yet learned. 

Answering his own question, ‘‘What, 
then, should be done?” the author de- 
Clares that it fs for the statesmer of 
Europe and America to determine jus! 
what steps are necessary to end the 
cruelty the people of the Congo have 
been subjected to for so many years. 

“Reform is an absolute impossibility 
so long as Belgium holds the Congo," 
he declares. “The first thing that must 
be done is for the British Government 
to invite the world Powers and summon 
@ congress to discuss the whole situa- 
tion,” 

In his belief, the result of such a dis- 
cussion would be the inevitable parti- 
tioning of the Congo lands. If the oth- 
er Powers should hesitate to take this 
step England should grapple single- 
handed with what should be a common 
task. 

‘We have often done so before,” he 
continues, referring to England's other 
Single-handed campaigns, “and if we 
re worthy of our fathers We will do it 
again.’

INQUEST SHOWS SEER 
DROVE GIRL TO SUICIDE 


Three Women and Man Are Re- 
leased by Order of the 


Coroner. 

Three men and one woman, held yes- 
terday pending an inquiry into the 
death of Bessie Fishback, 22 years old, 
of 202 Washington avern'.e, were re- 
leased last night after a Coroner’s jury 
decided she committed suicide by drink- 
ing carbolic acid. _ 

The four were held when physicians 
at the City Hospital reported there 
were no indications of carbolic acid poi- 
soning.

The deportation, according to the ad- 
vices received at the Insular Bureau, 
was part of the movement to rid Ma- 
nila of the ringleaders of Ahe Chinese 
secret societies, whose evil influence in 
the protection of their criminal breth- 
ren and the subversion of the adminis- 
tration of justice through interference 
with the courts, false swearing and the 
presentation of fake evidence was tend- 
ing to make a farce of the law. 

The deportation, which was engineered 
by the Chinese Consul Generai without 
consulting the American authorities 
other than the police of Manila, was 
effected with the passive consent of 
the insular government. On the night 
of Aug. 20 the 20 undesirables were 
seized by an armed force, conveyed on 


|board the Chinese ship Yuensang and 


startei for Hongkong under guard. 
Release Writ Is Too Late. 

In the case of- the deported men, an 
effort was made to obtain their release 
the next morning on a writ of habeas 
corpus, but the men were by that time 
oute'de the reach of the Philippine 
process servers. The arrests were made 
by the Manila secret police under in 
structioéns from ‘Chief of Secret Service 
Chas. R. Trowbridge. 

In aommenting upon the summary re- 
prisal and sudden elminination of these 
members of the criminal crew through 
a seemingly irregular method, Commis- 
sioner Newton W. Gilbert, that day 
acting Governor-General of the Philip- 
pines, said: 

“I am not speaking for the Govern- 
ment, but as far as I°am_ personally

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OOTBALL referees have thelr trou- 
bles, just as baseball umpires do, 

Both, too, have their faults and 

one of the most noteworthy of these is 
obstinacy. It seems to ‘be the prevail- 
ing opinion among officials of all sorts 


| that the proper thing to do is to insist 


that whatever ruling is made must be 
adhered to, right or wrong. 

Players have their rights, but under 
the present system or sport there seems 
to be no redress from the mistakes of 
an Officilal—at least not in the American 
college game of football. — 

In baseball a protest ean be filed with 
thé arbitrating body of the league. Not 
that it results in much good, for it is 
seldom that any ruling by an official is 
reversed by the National Commission. 
The members of this pody very naturally 
take it for granted that the officials are 
competent and that therefore they are 
always right. 

But in college football there is no re- 
course whatever for the team that feels 
it has been unjustly dealt with by an 
umpire or referee. There is none to ap- 
peal to for a reversal of a ruling. 


A Case in Point, 


N the MHaskell-Barnes 
fame of Friday an instance of the 
harm that can ve done by an offi- 

cial was made Very plain. During the 
progress of play an Indian secured the 
ball and ran around the right end of the 
Barnes line for a touchdown. But just 
after the play had started the referee 
thought he saw a foul committed by a 
Barnes man. He blew his whistle and 
thereby officially stopped the play: 

The touchdown by the Ifdians was 
thereby unjustly nullified. For the rules 
distinctly state that where an opponent 
commits a foul it rs at the option of 
the offended party to accept the penalty 
or continue the play. 

The rule bearing on the subject reads 
as follows: 

Penalties for all other fouls (ex- 
cept for penalties under Rule 29) 
may be. declined by the offended 
side, in which ‘case play shall proceed 
exactly as if no foul had been com- 
mitted. 

Had the play been nroperly handled 
by the official in the case cited, the In- 
@ians would unquestionably have se- 
cured another and deserved totichdown, 
under the rules. 

The official, however, called the play

back and penalized Barnes, entailing a 
loss of 5 and probably 6 points by the 
Indians. 

The football guide for the current séa- 
son, in touching upon this subject, 
says: 

In several games last year the ref- 
eree blew his whistle to indicate a 
foul, sometimes inadvertently, and 
as the referee’s whistle made the . 
ball dead, it was impossible for the 
offended side to take adyantage of 
whatever run may have been made 
by one of its players, by 4 
the penalty. For this reason the 
rules this year call particular atten- 
tion to the fact that the referee 
should never, under any circum-_ 
stances, blow his whistle to thus 
indicate a foul. However, if he 
should inadvertently do so, the hall 
is still dead and the play must stop. 

Indians Lose a Touchdown, 

If the official in Friday's game had 
dene the proper thing he would have 
withheld his whistle-blowing. until the 
Indians had completed this play and 
then waited to find the intention of the 
club regarding the acceptance or refusal 
of the penalty. 

Naturally, they would choose to de- 
cline the five-yards’ penalty and to take 
the touchdown to which they were 
clearly: entitled. 

Had this been the only score on ether 
side it would have decided the suprema- 
cy between the clubs, and it would seem 
that all men who have in their juris- 
diction the control of the ball should he 
exceedingly careful regarding the inter- 
ruption of a play, once it is legally 
started. 

St. Louis probably has as good foot- 
ball officials as are to be found in the 
country, in the main. Connett is un- 
doubtedly one of the best men in the 
West. Mike Walker, Central High 
School’s football coach, is another who 
has done good work, although it was 
his whistle which caused the dispute 
referred to in the Barnes game. Jim 
Wear, Dave Francis and others all 
make it a point to keep posted. 

Billy Connett was referee of the Chi- 
cago-Purdue game, at Chicago, recently, 
and earned deserved praise for his hand- 
ling of the game. But the best of of- 
ficials make mistakes, and from the in- 
stance cited it can be seen how much 
harm might be worked dgainst a team,

mng on racetracks, and he contends 
| that in almost every case the accidents 
might have been avoided: had proper 
precautions been taken by those promot- 
ing the races or had the drivérs been 
careful in piloting their machines. Mr. 
Emise says: 

“In view of much adverse criticism 
concerning the dangers of track racing, 
it is interesting to recall the fatalities 
that have occurred in connection with 
racing on the road as well as on the 
track. In this connection it will be 
found that in every case of a fatal 
accideny; on the track the accident could 
bave been avoided had proper precau- 
tions been taken to safeguard the sur- 
roundings, or in a few cases the acci- 
dent was of such a nature that the fact 
that the race was conducted on @ 
track had nothing to do with the acci- 
dent. 

“This latter was the nature of the ac- 
cident in the last 24-hour race at Brigh- 
ton Beach, which resulted in the deaths 
of Cole and Grosse. Aecounts differ as 
to the exact cause, but all agree that 
the accident was the result of some 
driver interfering with another, the cars 
lecking wheels in such a manner ag to 
“verturn the Stearns. Accidents of this

“In the second accident, resulting in 
the death of the mechanician of the Na- 
tional car, the car struck the stone abut- 
ment of a bridge, overturning it, and 
not only was the wmechanician killed, 
but the fact that the car was hurled 
violently against the fence #hrough im- 
pact with this stone abutment resulted 
in the death of several spectators. It 
will thus be seen tnat an open ditch 
and a stone abutment, neither of which 
should have been allowed to remain at 
the edge of the track, were directly 
responsible for these fatal accidents. 

“In the case of a track, such as th? 
Brighton Beach, there is only one mile 
to be safeguarded, and only a few thinus 
@re necessary to render fatal accidents 
almost impossible. In the first place, 
heavy fences should be entirely removed.

Census Bureau Report Analyzes 
Church Conditions 





ASING his experiments upon the spectroscopic researches of Sir Nor 

man Lockyer and others, which seem to prove the doctrine of inor- 

ganic evolution. and upon the modern electron theory, which seems 

to prove the electrical nature of matter, the chemist of today has an oppor- 

tunity to wrest a secret from nature which will make him famous and he 
of untold benefit to huinanity. 

It is the secret of radio-activity; the secret of the practical production 
of radium from elements of less atomic weight, the secret which the stars 
have solved long ago, but which we have yet to salve. ON 

Ino evolution. according to Lockyer, is a gradual, growth of the 
heavier, complex elements, from the lighter and le#® complex. In 
the hottest stars are to be found only a few elements, and these of the 
simplest character, with the least atomic weight, such as hydrogen. helium. 
asterium, ete.. In cooler atars the number of elements had in*reased, «nd 
the new ones greater atomic weight. In stars of the lowest tenpere 
turé, the entire body of elements as we know them were found, including 
those having the’ greatest atomic weight. 

The conclusion was forced upon science that the natural transmutatiou 
of the elements was a fact, and this fact has found a counterpart in the 
so-called decay and degradation of the elements exhibited in the process 
of rartio-activity. 

The question then is—if light, simple elements can be and have bee 
transformed into heavy, complex elements during the cooling of the suns, 
why cannot we duplicate the process artificially? Man has duplicated so 
many -of nature’s processes, making what she has made, that this secret 
ought to be solved by him. 

A suggestion towards its solution is to be found in two facts—the first 
being that uranium seems to be the mother of radium; the secend- being 
that experiment has shown that the atom is nothing more than a congeries 


of electrons or points of energy. 
The thing to be done, then, is for the chemist to take some heavy ele-

vership has been increasing in a gieater ratio than has our population. . 
Much has been printed lately to the contrary, and the subject has been 
widely discussed. 

It has taken three years for the Census Bureau to get this report be- 
fore the public. The field work was comrieted in 1906. It shows that 
the total church membership ir the United States at that time was 32,- 
936,445, which was 89 per cent of the estimated population. tn .890 the 
total number of church members was only 33 per cent of the population. 
“Empty pews,” which have been a favorite point of attack for persons 
holding to the theory that church-gcing was he orirg a lost art, is ex- 
:laincd in the report by the statement that the seating capacity of the 
Protestant churches of the country is three times the membership. On the 
other hand, the:membership of the Catholic churches is two and one-fourth 
greater than their seating capacity. 

In 16 years the Catholics have in-reased their membership to the 
astonishing extent of 93.5 per cent. while the Protestant increase during 
that same period.-was only 48.8 rer cent. This is accounted for-to some. 
extent in the report by the large number of Catholic immigrants. Among 
the Protestant denominations the Lutherans have chiefly profited by in 
migration. 

» A large number of men rea)ly do attend church, after all—43 out of 
every 100 members, the report shows. Women outnumber men in tho 
Protestant churches 60 to 40: among the Catholi-s thev are about equally 
divided, which is also true of the Mormens, in spite of the supposed multi- 
plicity of wives.

Muscular work is accompanied by 
the production of waste products and 
their deposition in the blood.

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The Art of Cooking

URING the entire hot season 
[) nothing has been more tempt- 
ing to fickle appetites than 
salads. With their bright colors, 
thelr cool, fresh flavors and their 
slight suggestion of oll, they add a 
finishing touch to any meal. On oc- 
casions they may even supply the 
main feature of the menu. 

When made with dressing of olive 
oll salads are especially valuable as 
food. The olive is a native 
of hot countries, where the light ap- 
petites of the inhabitants are tempt- 
y luscious fruits, but where 
s the liver has a tendency 


will return. It is easy to make, but 
it requires some patience. 

Into a bowl break the yolk of one 
egg. Beat it, well with a fork or 
Dover egg beater. Season with salt 
and pepper. pome persons like the 
addition of a little dry mustard and 
even a little powdered sugar, but gen- 
erally a plain seasoning of salt and 
yepper ig best liked. 

Next measure out a cup of oil and 
add it, alittle at a time to the egg 
yolk, taking care that each addition 
of oil is well beaten in and thoroughly 
blended with the egg mixture before 
adding mo ¢, Unless this is done, 
curdling will reeult, when-it will be 
necessary to take a fresh yolk and 
begin all over again, this time using 
the curdled mixture instead of a fresh 
cup of oil. 

In making mayonnaise be ‘sure to 
have the ofl and the bow! quite cold. 
It is not necessary to add the oil a 
dtop at a time, unless one has an oj! 
dropper. All that is necersary is that 
the oi] be added in small quantities 
end that each addition be thoroughly 
biended before adding more. 

As the mixture becomes very thick 
it should be thinned with a few drops 
of vinegar or lemon juice. When all 
the oil is added, the white of the egg 
Inay beaten until light and then fold- 
ed into the dressing.
